He said disrespect for law is more ent 
in the United States than in any other sand.

Pleads for Radical Reforms.

All practice statutes should be repealed, 
and the Supreme court invested with 
power to enact simple, uniform rules of 
practice, subject to revision, thus pro- 
viding elasticity and rules abreast. the 
times. : 

The presiding judgé should have in- 
creased power in jury trials, commen- 
surate with that of the presiding judge 
in federal courts. 

The requirement of unanimity of jurors 
in reaching a verdict should be abolished 
to do away with “ hung " juries and sus- 
picion of corruption. Substitute two- 
thirds: majority in civit and three- 

. fourths in criminal cases. Provide s 
thirteenth juror always ready to replace 
one who may fall sick: 

Change of venue should be allowed 
only on submission of facts influencing 
“fear of unfairness,” thus averting 
most of the delay and ulterior motive. 

Prosecutor should be allowed to com- 
ment on refusal of defendant to testify. 

Official court experts should be pro- 
vided, eliminating “ legalized purchased, 
perjured testimony, where extent of the 
perjury depends on elasticity of the wit- 
ness’ conscience and the size of the pur- 
chasers pocketbook.” 

If a defendant is found insane his 
punishment should not be a mere matter 
of temporary shift and law evasion.

THE ADMIRAL’S CURRY.—Put about an 
ounce of butter into a stewpan and, as soon 
as it is hot, slice into it four onions, some car- 
rots, and turnips. Let them brown over 4 
sharp fire and rub through a tammy. When 
done sufficiently, add some good veal stock to 
the sauce, a teaspoonful of curry powder and 
one of curry paste, also a dessertspoonful of 
chutney. Mix all this well together with a 
wooden spoon for about ten minutes. Now 
put in whatever you choose—rabbit, fowl, or 
fish—cut in rather small pieces. Stew over 
a smart fire, adding occasionally a little weak 
broth or milk that the curry may not get too 
dry. Let all simmer together and an excellent 
curry will be the result. Milk is considered a 
great improvement to curry—either sweet or

THE GENERAL'S CURRY —A dry curry: . 
Slice and fry brown in butter. two or three 
common sized onions and then work into a 
paste with water, a tablespoon of curry pow- 
der, and a little salt. Cut up the fowl, meat, 
or fish; add it, and stir up the whole without 
ceasing until the meat is thoroughly cooked: 
A wet curry: Cut the meat, fowl, or fish Mtoe 
small pieces; put them with a piece of b 
and two or three onions, sliced, into a stew- 
pan; fry them till brown. When nearly done 
add a tablespoon of curry powder a some 
salt and simmer the whole gently, with a lit- 
tle water or broth, until it is sufficiently 
cooked. Remember to keep constantly stirring. 

It would evidently take an expert te make 
a dry curry, which is frequently referred to 
in literature but not often seen in practice. 
In general the poorer the cook the wetter the 
curry.

THE PROFESSOR’'S CURRY.—Take a good 
handful of onions, sliced, and put them with 
two ounces of butter into astewpan. Let them 
stew till quite soft. Then fry them brown 
and take them out of the butter. Cut what- 
ever meat you intend to curry into small 
pieces; put them into the butter, and fry them 
brown also. Then take them out and put in 
two teaspoonfuls of curry powder and fry it 
till all the butter is absorbed. Now put hack 
the onions and meat in the pan with the curry 
powder and pour sufficient milk over the 
whole to cover it. Squeeze in a little lemon 
juice, add a spoonful of salt, and let the whole

Monroe Crew Were Brave. 

“The Monroe's crew behaved splendidly,” 
E. P. Lyons, one of the passengers, said. 
“There were not many women on the ship, 
but they were allowed to get into the boats 
first. There was no effort on the part of the 
men to crowd. While we were in the life 
boat we picked up a man and & woman. He 
was holding her by the hair in his teeth, and 
was almost exhausted.

BIG CANAL CLAIM | 


House Wrecking Company 
Asks Zone Government for 
200,000 Tons of Junk. 


SUM INVOLVED, $2,000,000.

Mission under its purchase of the property of | 


the French Canal company has arisen one of 
the largest claims filed against the canal gov- 
ernment. 

The wrecking company, which in 1911 
bought the scrap, has filed with Col. George 
W. Goethals, chairman of the Panama canal 
commission, a claim for about 200,000 tous 
ef scrap material which it declares should 
rightfully be delivered to it. The market 
value of the scrap is estimated at nearly 
$2,000,000. 


Effort to Settle Claim. 

Hearings in an effort to effect an equitable 
settlement of the claims have been begun 
by H. A. A. Smith, examiner of accounts of 
the canal commission. 

The company deciares that it Is not only 
entitied to all the scrap on which it based its 
bid of $215,000, but also to all material which 
originally belonged to the French canal com- 
pany and has since been abandoned as junk 
by the canal commission. 

The Chicago company insists that this junk 
includes many French barges, dredges, tugs, 
scows, launches, dump cars and engines 
which the commission repaired and placed in 
service in the construction of the camal. 


Asserted Basis of Bid. 
The sale was. authorised in September, 
1911, after the Chicago company hed made 
the highest bid, which was based, the com- 
mission says, on scrap shown the company's 
representative. 

Officials of the commission declare that it 
was intended to sell all the abandoned French 
material not actually in usé at the time the 
sale was made, though the contract states 
“ or had not been credited to the French ma- 
terial account or taken up on the property 
account of the commission." 

Under this clause the wrecking company is 
making claim to old French machmery, much 
of which is being used. 

Col. Goethals said today that he expected 
that the courts probably would be called 
upon to settle the controversy because the 
contract was loosely worded and ambigu- 
ous.

Hold Reception to Show Par- 
ents and Visitors How Germs of 
Disease Are Put to Rout. 


Take your boy home, madam, and do th 
best you can for him. He will probably live 
a month, if you do not let him exert him 
elf.“ 

This was the advice given about five years 
ago to the mother of Albert Boni, now a pupil 
at the Franklin open air school. The pupils 
of the school held a reception yesterday for 
parents and friends. Albert was one of the 
brightest and liveliest of the 150 pupils 
present. 

“My! Whatever can be the matter with 
thie little boy, he looks so healthy?” ob- 
served Mre. Cyrus Hall McCormick as Albert 
came up and took the hand of Dr. O. W. Me- 
Michael, the sugervising physician of the de- 
partment. The doctor laughed and patted 
the boy on the head. 

“He's another one of our ‘hopeless’ 
| cases," said Dr. McMichael: “ He's a hope- 
jess little cut-up. The first time I saw him 
he was only «a whisper of a human being. 
They said he couldn't live a week, Now he 
is cured. There isn’t & symptom of tubercu- 
losia in his body. This one boy alone is worth 
‘all the labor and expense thé city has in- 
volved to bring about this school. But there 
are many others here who have had similar 
experiences.”

$1,000 each have been forfeited, making a 
total of $10,710 as money penalties. Twenty- 
five persons have been imprisoned, with a 
total term of imprisonment of twenty years 
and eight months. Thirty-four cases have 
been disposed of by parole, nolle, or dismis- 
sal and seven cases are still pending, making 
a total of eighty-seven cases of which we 
have record. Twenty-five girls have been

and Gompers returned.
